A Famous Bull Killed. 


The docile, handsome bull owned 


by Albert Spencer, of Grenoble, was 
sold last week to Butcher William 
Fridel, of Ricliboro, and fell a victim 
to the axe in the slaughter house.

Corn Syrup Is the Correct Name. 
An important question in the ad- 


ministration of the pure fuod law was 
settled in Washington last Friday in a 
decision made public by Secretaries 
Wilson, Cortelyou and Straus.

bears upon the labelling of syrup. 
The decision follows : "We have given 
careful consideration to the labelling 
of the thick viscous syrup obtained by 
the incomplete hydrolysis of the starch 
of corn and composed essentially of 
dexttose, maltose and extrine. In our 
opinion it is lawful to label this syrup 
as 'corn sryup,' and if to the corn 
syrup there is added a small i ercent- 
age of refiners syrup the mixture, in 
our judgment, is not raisbranded if 
labelled 
'corn 
sryup 
with 
cans 
flavor.' "

The same causes which have 
almost wholly removed the classified 
civil service, the army and the navy, 
from politics, will reach all Federal 
offices. 
It will take time. It will 
take longer in the South than else- 
where. Most of the kicks against It 
there come from Democrats who are 
always using offices in politics. Dem- 
ocratic States reek with that sort of 
thing. 


But there Is an advance, even in the 
South, both in the character of Fed- 
eral appointments and in their activ- 
ity in politics. Judges were once in 
political conventions once then. They 
are no longer. Both advances are due 
more to Roosevelt's six and a half 
years than to any other cause. For 
this, as In much else, with all limi- 
tations, the country is profoundly 
grateful to President Roosevelt and his 
energetic support of partial reform in 
the civil service.

HISTORY OF THE SPINNING WHEEL 


Wllliun C. Greene, treasurer of the 


Pencedule Mfg. Co., gave an interest- 
ing talk recenly on the spinning 
wheel before Hie Hhodc Island His- 
torical Society. 
It was illustrated hy 
drawings and 
models 
of various 


wheels and machines and Ihe work 
done by Iheui. 


H« spoke of the three simpie proces- 
ses Incident to spinning—drawing out 
u llbre, twisting lo give strength and 
winding to preserve the yarn—and said 
that these were done bv hand machin- 
ety so well that no machine has yet 
made cloth that would outwear home- 
spun, nor made such exquisite fine 
goods as the bund-made gossamer, 
Deccan muslin or "woven moonlight" 
of India, for No. 250 marks the limit 
of lineness of yarn made t.y machine- 
ry, while Ihc East Indian "hand spin- 
ner will make No. 400 cotton yarn. 


A spindle was exhiblled which is 


said by antiquarians lobeli.OOO years 
old, and which Is similar to "that 
used today in Greece, parts of Scotland 
and the mountains of the southern 
stales. The lecturer ishoived that tlie 
improvement of modern machines is 
that ihey do Ihe work so much faslcr. 


He said the flax wheel and the 
wool wheel founded families. The 
wool wheel remained in England and 
was the ancestor of the Hargraves 
spinning jenny and then of Ihe spin- 
ning mule. The flax wheel developed 
into the Arkvvrlght spinning frame, 
and, 
migrating to this country, begot 


numerous improvements, in which 
Rhode Island inventive genius has 
hud a part.

FARMER SHOT 


AND BEATEN 


Attacked at Home in Yardley and Shot 


in Head—Supposed Assail- 


ants Caught. 


Caleb Scattergood, a wealthy farm- 


er, was shot in the face ami beaten in- 
to insensibility by men who broke into 
his home al Yardley, Monday night. 
Scattergood, who is fifty-five years of 
age, resides about a mile below Yard- 
ley, on the Delaware River Road. 


Heattergood imd the members of-his 
household were playing cards about 
8.30, when some one knocked nt the 
front door. 
When Scattergood opened 
the door the men rushed into the 
room. One of the men drew a pistol 
and told Scattergood to throw up his 
hands. The farmer showed fight and 
the man fired two shots. One missed 
Scattergood but the other struck him 
in the face. In the excjtement Mrs. 
Bcattergood and the farm hand man- 
aged to escape. One of the intruders 
gave chase and left hl& two campan- 
ions to look after Miss Smith and Mr. 
Scattergood, 
The latter 
was still 


struggling fiercely, but the intruders 
soon beat him into insensibility. 
The 


men became alarmed and fled. 


Mrs. 
Seattergood went to the home 


of Mrs. Slack, who resides but a .short 
distance away, and 
telephoned to 


Wist, the constable at Yardley, who 
organi/ed a posse of over two hundred 
men and gave chase, but no trace of 
the men could be found. Dr. Jiassett, 
of Yardley, was called to attend Scat- 
tergood, but he could not locate the 
bullel. 


Mr. Scatlerg'ood was to have been a 


witness in a chicken stealing case 
which was to be tried in V)oylesto\vn 
next week, but as he is lying in a 
critical condition tit his home the case 
will have to be postponed. The three 
men are now in jail accused of robbing 
Scattergood of three hundred chickens 
and other things of value. 


FOUR MKN ARRKSTED. 


Yardley was in a great state of ex- 


citement yesterday when it was be- 
lieved that the four men who murder- 
ously assaulted Mr. SciHtergcod and 
his sister-in-law, were captured. 


Constable Kdimmd Mason and a 


posse of armed citizens hud just re- 
Uirned from a search for the men 
when there was ti telephone call for 
help from the home of John O'Neill, 
to which pJace they went in double 
quick time and succeeded in making 
the arrest of four men uho had de- 
manded that they be allowed to re- 
main all night. Heating the loud 
conversation another member of the 
family went to a telephone in an ad- 
joining room and called for help. One 
of the men became rather desperate 
when arrested and it was necessary to 
handcuff him. 


As Mr. Scaltergood is so badly in- 


jured that it \\ ill be home time before 
he will be able to get around again the 
men will be locked up lo await his 
identification, although some of the 
officers Ihink they have the right men 
as their clothes were blood-stained 
and they gave other evidence of hav- 
ing been mixed up in such an affray 
as nearly resulted in the death of Mr. 
Scattergood. 


Several different 
reasons for the 


murderous attack are given. 
Some 


folks believe the assailants of the old 
man knew that he had taken a load of 
potatoes to market and expected him 
lo have some money. The Bcatter- 
goods are inclined to believe that the 
attack was from malice resulting from 
a difficulty Mr. Scattergood had with 
a former farm hand. 


Three more men were arrested at 


Trenton Junction early 
Wednesday 


morning who were thought to be con- 
nected with the crime. They were 
held there for a hearing. 


The Local Protecthe Association at 


Yardley had a meeting Tuesday and 
offered a reward of §250 for the arrest 
and conviction of the three men who 
assaulted Mr. Scaltergood. An effort 
will be made to ha\e the County Com- 
missioners add to this sum. 


On further examination 
of the 


wounds inflicted on Mr. Scattergood 
it was fqund that u bullet penetrated 
the frontal bone. His condition yes- 
terday morning was regarded as crit- 
ical. * Miss Smith also is >ery badly 
hurt.

The fire companies quickly respond- 


ed and the boys did heroic work. Sev- 
eral of the firemen were overcome by 
the dense smoke and Iia8 to be assisted 
from the basement. 
Owing to the na- 


ture of the fire and its location in a 
basement crowded with paper stock 
and toys of every description, 
it 


proved to be a very hard one to fight. 
The smoke was terrible and the lire- 
men could only remain In the suffocat- 
ing place but a few minutes at a time, 
relays being formed. 
Many of the 
firemen as they came from the build- 
ing were seized with vomiting spells. 
They heroically stuck to the task and 
In a short time the fire was extin- 
guished. 
The greatest amount of 


damage will result from water. The 
loss is fully covered by insurance. 


THE MINSTER FIRE. 


Upon returning home last evening 


from witnessing the fire at Grace's 
store last evening Mrs. Minster upon 
entering her home detected a strong 
odor of smoke. Mr. Minster hurried 
to the cellar to investigate while Mrs. 
Minster went up stairs. In the third 
story in a room occupied by a ser- 
vant it was found that an oil lamp 
that had been on a bureau had ex- 
ploded and burned the bureau cover 
to a crisp. The lamp had also fallen 
to the floor and burned a hole in the 
matting. No one was in the house 
at the time, as all the members of 
the family, including the sen ant, 
bud gone to the fire, and how the 
flames caused by the exploding lamp 
burned itself out without spreading 
further is a miracle for which Mi. 
and Mrs. Minster are devoutly thank- 
ful.

A .MAD DOG SCARE 


Rabid Animal Runs Amuck in Bristol 


Streeti, But is Finalljr'Killed. 


A mad clog created consternation In 


Bristol on last Friday and Saturday, 
and before it was finally killed the 
frenzied animal bit a do/en or more 
canines in the borough. Just where 
the dog came from is not definitely 
known, but it is evident that Lang- 
horne and Hulmeville were places vis- 
ited by the animal before It made its 
appearance here. 


At Samuel i'atterson's farm on the 
Bath road two dogs were bitten and 
three dogs at Hheatz's farm, adjoin- 
ing Patterson's, 
also suffered from 


the frenzy of the strange clog, 
It 


paid a \ Isit to Walter Leedom's ear- 
ly Friday morning and bit i(r. Lee- 
dom's prized setter, which had to be 
killed. On Saturday the dog qame 
back to Leetlom's and bit a puppy. 
Mr. Jjeeclom, armed u itli a gun, then 
started after the dog out Otter street. 
On Radcliffe street, by the postofllce 
the mud dog bit a dog that was un- 
der Benjamin Larzelere's wagon. By 
this time a big crowd -of boys were 
chasing the animal. At Mrs. Brown- 
lee's store on Bath street, it rushed up 
and bit a dog that was sleeping on the 
steps. Passing Walter Leedom's place 
for the third time it bit a dog that was 
under Theodore Lippincolt's wagon, 
of (Jornwells. As the mad canine was 
chased out Buckley street, over the 
Forge road bridge to Radcliffe street, 
and down Radcliffe to Mill, it never 
paid any attention to children or 
grown people, but passed them by, 
but made savage attacks on every 
slog in sight. On Clymer street, near 
J)uckley, it bit a number of dogs. 
Chief Saxton took a shot at it with 
his revolver as it came down Rad- 
cilffe street, but it was finally killed 
by Kllwood Jackson in the rear of 
Bannister's marble yard. Its head 
was cut off and taken to the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania veterinary de- 
partment by Officer Bloodgood, where 
an examination was made and it vv as 
found thai the animal was suffering 
with the rabies. 


The dog w as a black haired one of 


the setter type, of poor breed, with a 
white stripe down its head and nose, 
and had a docked tail. 
The State Health Department will, 


in all probability, order a strict quar- 
antine of all dogs in the neighborhood 
for a preiod of 90 days, as was done re- 
cently in Tullytown and Morrisville.
